On March 21, 1974, The

curity Income (SSI) check each 
month and has also qualified 
for Medicaid. 

Representatives of the Soc- 
ial Security office in Dothan 
noticed the article and contact- 
ed this newspaper to get direc- 
tions to the Magwood’s house 
so that they could talk with 
them to determine ifthey could 
qualify for SSI. 

Mr. Bob Stahlecker, Social 
Security representative from 
the Dothan office, contacted the 
Magwoods around the last week 
of March. Due to many diffi- 
culties, including a two week 
stay in a Birmingham hospi- 
tal for Mrs. Magwood, she has 
just received her first SSI 
payment on July 27th. The 
process of gathering and con- 
firming facts and figures took 
several months to complete. 

To be eligible for supple- 
mental security income pay- 
ments, a person must be 65 
or older or blind or disabled 
with a limited income and 
resources.

Mr. I, F. “Bow” Dunaway’s 
application for Chief of Police 
for the City of Elba has been 
eliminated in compliance with 
Alabama State Laws. The law,

Mr. Stahlecker first check- 
ed tosee if Mrs. Magwood could 
qualify ‘for Medicare He 
learned that her husband, Rey. 
Evenuel Magwood is a civil 
service employee and hasn't 
paid into social security. Mrs. 
Magwood  hasn’t worked and 
paid in enough quarters to 
qualify. 

A person needs 40 quarters, 
or in some instances could 
qualify for Medicare with less 
than 40 quarters. Medicare 
would have helped with the doc- 
tors and hospital bills, and 
would have even paid a portion 
of the rent on a dialysis mach- 
ine. 

The next route, which Mr. 
Stahlecker took, was to inves- 
tigate to determine whether 
or not Mrs. Magwood could 
qualify for SSI. Mrs. Magwood 
qualified as a disabled person 
with a limited income and 
resources. The size of her 
family was taken into consid- 
eration. Rey. and Mrs. Mag- 
wood have nine children, seven 
of which live at home. Mrs. 
Magwood will receive a pay- 
ment of $108.00 a month from 
SSI to help defray expenses. 


These programs may be com- 
pleted in four quarters. 

There is an increasing de- 
mand for office personnel with 
a broader background of train- 
ing. The degree program will 
full fill the need for a more 
versatile office employee. 

Other degree programs 
being offered at MacArthur 
Tech include: Electronics 
Technology, Industrial Elect- 
ricity Technology, Drafting and 
Design Technology, and Rad- 
io and Television Technology.

This amount will be reduced 
as the children reach age 18, 
or if Rev. Magwood receives 
an increase in salary. 

If a person qualifies for SSI, 
they automatically receive 
medicaid benefits. Mrs. Mag- 
wood will be sent a medicaid 
card to help with medical ex- 
penses such as prescription 
medicines and some of the 
doctor and hospital bills. 


When Mrs. Magwood spent 
two weeks in the hospital sev- 
eral months ago, a tube was 
inserted into her arm under 
the skin and connected to a 
vein. Earlier she had the 
tube connected to the vein, 
but exposed and clamped off 
on the outside of the skin. 
This was dangerous, as the 
clamp coming off could allow 
a person to bleed to death in 
a matter of a few minutes. 
The tube being placed under 
the skin, is a much safer 
method. 

When Mrs. Magwood goes 
to Birmingham for her dial- 
ysis treatments, two needles, 
which are connected to the di- 
alysis machine, are inserted 
through the skin into the tube. 

Mrs. Magwood has to tra- 
vel to Birmingham on Tues- 


showing compliance with the 
following qualifications: Age- 
Not less than 21 nor more than 
45 years of'age at the time of 
appointment, however; that for 
the purpose of calculating his 
age under this article, thetime 
spent by any applicant on active 
duty in the armed forces of the 
United States not exceeding 4 
years shall be subtracted from 
the actual age of such appli- 
cant who has attained age of 
40 years. High School grad- 
uate. Receive police training 
within 90 days of employment, 
Meet minimum physical qual- 
ifications and be of credible 
moral character. 

PENALTY-Any person who 
Shall appoint any applicant who 
fails to meet the qualifications 
or anyone who Signs their pay- 
check shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction 
shall be subject to a fine not 
exceeding $1,000.” 

Dunaway had submitted a 
personal data form to the Elba 
City Council for consideration 
to fill the vacancy of Chief Jack 
Smart who resigned his duties 
effective August 16th. Dun- 
away, who is 58 years old was 
excluded in accordance with the 
aforementioned law. He was 
allowed to subtract the 4 years 
for military service, but no 
deduction credit was permitted 
for the 17 1/2 years of experi- 
ence he has had with law 
enforcement agencies. He has 
served as a member of the 
police force and as police chief 
for the City of Elba, but at the 
time he made application for 
the upcoming vacancy he was 
not employed with any law en- 
forcement agency within the 
State. Therefore, his age(with 
the deduction of the 4 years 
for military duty) exceeds the 


- State requirements by 9 years. 


The City Council was 
Strongly considering Dunaway 
for the opening when they be- 
came aware of the State Law 
in regard to the age limita- 
tion, They had received much 
encouragement from _ local 
citizens in favor of Dunaway 
but the law clearly states the 
penalty for such action in re- 
gard to the matter. 

The council held informal 
discussions considering the 
possibility of hiring Dunaway 
as Police Commissioner, The 
police department would still 
have to be under the super- 
vision of a Chief and the coun- 
cil felt that the city could not 
financially maintain a commi- 
ssioner and a chief. 

Dunaway met the qualifi- 
cations for the job in experi- 
ence, education, training, 
physical fitness and character, 
but could not be seriously con- 
sidered for the accountable, re- 
liable and responsible position 
as Elba Police Chief due to his 
age.

Magwood feels that in the near 
future she will be allowed to 
go there for treatments. 

If you are receiving dialy- 
sis or are going to receive a 
kidney transplant, contact any 
social security office to det-- 
ermine whether or not you 
can qualify for financial as- 
sistance. You will be re- 
quired to provide information 
about pensions and other in- 
come; resources, such as bank 
accounts, insurance policies, 
and real estate; and living 
arrangements. Social security 
offices will assist applicants in 
obtaining any necessary docu- 
ments.

Meulloye W. Johnston was 
named chief of the Elba Police 
department Tuesday night by 
the Elba City Council, John- 
ston, a veteran of 24 years 
in the US Air Force, 
withthe Elba police department 
for the past year and is pre- 
sently a Sgt. and shift leader. 
He has worked mostly on the 
graveyard shift during this 
time. 

The city councilmen nom- 
inated two policemen for the 
position and after the select- 
ion most stated they could have 
easily worked with either of 
the men nominated, had they 
been selected. 

The vote was a 4-2 vote with 
Coleman, Ellis, Sawyer and 
Mayor Ziglar voting for John- 
ston and Carpenter and Vau- 
ghan voting for Assistant Chief 
Max Rayborn, noting that both 
men were highly qualified and 
they velieved shrongly in pro- 
motions up through the ranks. 
All four who voted for John- 
‘ston echoed that Rayborn was 
well qualified and that their 
vote was not a reflection on 
the assistant chief's ability to 
do the job.

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Three Narrowly Escape 
Injury Sunday A.M, 


A one car accident early 
Sunday morning completely de- 
molished a 1974 Grand Prix 
Pontiac but only put one of 
three occupants in the hospital, 
The accident occured about 1:30 
a.m. near Buck Mill Creek on 
the Elba-Samson highway. 

The car, drive-by Claude 
“Bart” Bowdoin, age 29, was 
traveling North at a high rate 
of speed and failed to make one 
of the sharp turns approaching 
the creek. The car apparently 
skidded off the right side of 
the road sideways, with the 
back of the car hitting a large 
tree growing up from the steep 
embankment. This collision 
tore the back of the car off 
and dropped fenders, trunk lid, 
gas tank, etc. to the ground. 

The balance of the car 
straightened up and hit another 
tree head on. It then rolled to 
the right and further down the 


high embankment. The car 
landed upside down, pinning 
Junior Henderson underneath. 
The driver, Bowdoin, was 


thrown out and the other occu- 
pant, Robin McDaniels, crawled 
out after the crash. > 
Somewhere in all this the 
rear wheels, axle and drive 
shaft were torn loose and land- 
ed on the left and forward of 
the last tree the car hit. 
McDaniel climbed up the 
bank and ran about 1/4 mile 
down the road to Colon Hata- 


way’s grocery store Hataway 
called the rescue squad and 
rushed to the scene with Mc- 
Daniel. 

The first rescue unit car- 
ried McDaniel to Elba Gener- 
al Hospital while rescue per- 
sonnel, law officers, fire de- 
partment personnel and wreck- 
er operator Charles Cox work- 
ed to free Henderson from the 
wreckage, 

When Henderson had been 
freed from the car, he and 
Bowdoin were taken to the hos- 
pital by a secon unit of the 
Elba Rescue Squad. Bowdoin 
was later transfered to a Do- 
than hospital with a brokenarm 
and possible knee injuries. The 
other two were treated for cuts 
and bruises and released 


Law officers assisting at the 
accident scene included Troop- 
er R. W. Whitworth and Elba 
policemen Godwin and Cook. 

Law officers at the scene 
had high praise for the pro- 
fessional job Charles Cox did 
lifting the overturned car to 
free Henderson. 

Henderson told rescuers 
upon being freed and dragged 
from under the car, “you don’t 
know how good it is to see 
daylight.”

City Names New Police Chief 


Why 


Dunaway Can’t Serve 


Mr. I, F. “Bow” Dunaway’s 
application for Chief of Police 
for the City of Elba has been 
eliminated in compliance with 
Alabama State Laws. The law, 
Title 55, Article 21, Section 
373 (109) states: “The minimum 
standards for applicants and 
appointees as law enforcement

Evenuel Magwood is a civil 
service employee and hasn’t 
paid into social security.

Magwood  hasn’t worked and 
paid in enough quarters to 
qualify. 

A person needs 40 quarters, 
or in some instances could 
qualify for Medicare with less 
than 40 quarters. Medicare 
would have helped with the doc- 
tors and hospital bills, and 
would have even paid a portion 
of the rent on a dialysis mach- 
ine. 

The next route, which Mr. 
Stahlecker took, was to inves- 
tigate to determine whether 
or not Mrs. Magwood could 
qualify for SSI. Mrs. Magwood 
qualified as a disabled person 
with . a limited income and 
resources. The size of her 
family was taken into consid- 
eration. Rev. and Mrs. Mag- 
wood have nine children, seven 
of which live at home. Mrs. 
Magwood will receive a pay- 
ment of $108.00 a month from 
SSI to help defray expenses. 


These programs may be com- 
pleted in four quarters. 

There is an increasing de- 
mand for office personnel with 
a broader background of train- 
ing. The degree program will 
full fill the need for a more 
versatile office employee. 

Other degree programs 
being offered at MacArthur 
Tech include: Electronics 
Technology, Industrial Elect- 
ricity Technology, Drafting and 
Design Technology, and Rad- 
io and Television Technology. 


Help For Kidney Patient 


This amount will be reduced 
as the children reach age 18, 
or if Rev. Magwood receives 
an increase in salary. 

If a person qualifies for SSI, 
they automatically receive 
medicaid benefits. Mrs. Mag- 
wood will be sent a medicaid 
card to help with medical ex- 
penses such as prescription 
medicines and some of the 
doctor and hospital bills. 


When Mrs. Magwood spent 
two weeks in the hospital sev- 
eral months ago, a tube was 
inserted into her arm under 
the skin and connected to a 
vein. Earlier she had the 
tube connected to the vein, 
but exposed and clamped off 
on the outside of the skin. 
This was dangerous, as the 
clamp coming off could allow 
a person to bleed to death in 
a matter of a few minutes. 
The tube being placed under 
the skin, is a much safer 
method. 

When Mrs. Magwood goes 
to Birmingham for her dial- 
ysis treatments, two needles, 
which are connected to the di- 
alysis machine, are inserted 
through the skin into the tube. 

Mrs. Magwood has to tra- 
vel to Birmingham on Tues- 


showing compliance with the 
following qualifications: Age- 
Not less than 21 nor more than 
45 years of age at the time of 
appointment, however; that for 
the purpose of calculating his

Dunaway had submitted a 
personal data form to the Elba 
City Council for consideration 
to fill the vacancy of Chief Jack 
Smart who resigned his duties 
effective August 16th. Dun- 
away, who is 58 years old was 
excluded in accordance with the 
aforementioned law. He was 
allowed to subtract the 4 years 
for military service, but no 
deduction credit was permitted 
for the 17 1/2 years of experi- 
ence he has had with law 
enforcement agencies. He has 
served as a member of the 
police force and as police chief 
for the City of Elba, but at the 
time he made application for 
the upcoming vacancy he was 
not employed with any law en- 
forcement agency within the 
State. Therefore, his age(with 
the deduction of the 4 years 
for military duty) exceeds the 
State requirements by 9 years. 

The City Council was 
Strongly considering Dunaway 
for the opening when they be- 
came aware of the State Law 
in regard to the age limita- 
tion. They had received much 
encouragement from _ local 
citizens in favor of Dunaway 
but the law clearly states the 
penalty for such action in re- 
gard to the matter. 

The council held informal 
discussions considering the 
possibility of hiring Dunaway 
as Police Commissioner, The 
police department would still 
have to be under the super- 
vision of a Chief and the coun- 
cil felt that the city could not 
financially maintain a commi- 
Ssioner and a chief. 

Dunaway met the qualifi- 
cations for the job in experi- 
ence, education, training, 
physical fitness and character, 
but could not be seriously con- 
sidered for the accountable, re- 
liable and responsible position 
as Elba Police Chief due to his 
age.

The August 12th session 
of the Coffee County Commis- 
sioners Court was conducted 
in the Elba Courthouse with 
Judge James L. Sawyer, Ben- 
nie Beckham, Don Smith, By- 
ron Galloway, O. V. Waters, 
Flournoy Whitman and J. A. 
Dyess, Commissioners, at- 
tending. County Engineer O’ 
Neal Ham and Edward John- 
son, Clerk of the Commis- 
sioner’s Court, were in at- 
tendance. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rufus Bradley 
appeared before the court in 
reference to a bridge located 
hear their home on the road 
from Goodman across to Brad- 
shaw Community on the Elba- 
Samson Highway. The bridge 
was destroyed by fire several 
months prior to this meeting 
and Mr, Bradley directed his 
questions toward when the new 


bridge would reach completed 
construction. Ham explained 
that all roads and bridges in 
the county were slow being 
repaired and constructed due 
to the steel shortage in the 
nation.

FOOD STAMP

which had a good month. A 
total of 641 households were 
served affecting 1,914 people. 
Free stamps were sold in the 
amount of $36,830 and cash 
Stamps at $31,148.50 creating 
a sum total sold at $67,979.00. 
The court discussed their ap- 
preciation to those individuals 
donating their time each month 
for the sale of these stamps.

A motion was 
made by Beckham with a sec- 
ond received from Whitman to 
increase the salaries of the 
employees of the Commission- 
er’s Court office in the amount 
of $50 and $25 a month. The 
raise for Mrs. Brunease Win- 
ston and Mr. Wilmer Ezell 
will be effective October Ist, 
the beginning of the court’s 
new year. 


SMITH AP POINT ED 


It was brought tothe court’s 
attention that a new member 
for the Board of Directors from 
Coffee County for the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning 
and Development Committee 
must be nominated. Dyess 
moved to nominate Commis- 
sioner Don Smith to serve 
with the present members, Ma- 
yor Owen Ziglar, Mayor Don 
Donaldson, Commissioner 
Flournoy Whitman and Mr. E, 
F. Garth. The motion was sec- 
onded by Waters and an all 
yes vote was received. Smith 
and Whitman agreed to sit with 
the Board of Directors for the 
upcoming term. 


FINANCIAL REPORT 


A financial report was 
handed out from the Highway 
Department dated July 31, 1974. 
A letter was read from the 
Office of Economic Develop- 
ment stating the replacement, 
of Bobby Danford with New 
Brockton Mayor Frank Saw- 
yer. The court discussed and 
postponed until further infor- 
mation could be presented, the 
replacement of a seat vacated 
on the Bethany Water Author- 
ity. Mr. Ham reminded the 
members of the Alabama Civ- 
il Defense Meeting to be held 
in Dothan, August 14, 15 and 
16th. Also Coffee County was 
holding a civil defense meet- 
ing in the farm center on 
Tuesday at 3 p.m. He urged 
each commissioner to attend.

Three Narrowly Escape 
Injury Sunday A.M, 


A one car accident early 
Sunday morning completely de- 
molished a 1974 Grand Prix 
Pontiac but only put one of 
three occupants in the hospital. 
The accident occured about 1:30 
a.m, near Buck Mill Creek on 
the Elba-Samson highway 

The car, driven by Claude 
“Bart” Bowdoin, age 29, was 
traveling North at a high rate 
of speed and failed to make one 
of the pr turns approaching 
the creek. The car apparently 
skidded off the right side of 
the road sideways, with the 
back of the car hitting a large 
tree growing up from the steep 
embankment. This collision 
tore the back of the car off 
and dropped fenders, trunk lid, 
gas tank, etc. to the ground 

The balance of the car 
straightened up and hit another 
tree head on. It then rolled to 
the right and further down the 
high embankment. The car 
landed upside down, pinning 
Junior Henderson underneath. 
The driver, Bowdoin, was 
thrown out and the other occu- 
pant, Robin McDaniels, crawled 
out after the crash. 

Somewhere in all this the 
rear wheels, axle and drive 
shaft were torn loose and land- 
ed on the left and forward of 
the last tree the car hit. 

McDaniel climbed up the 
bank and ran about 1/4 mile 
down the road to Colon Hata- 


way's grocery store, Hataway 
called the rescue squad and 
rushed to the scene with Mc- 
Daniel 

The first rescue unit car- 
ried McDaniel to Elba Gener- 
al Hospital while rescue per- 
sonnel, law officers, fire de- 
partment personnel and wreck- 
er operator Charles Cox work- 
ed to free Henderson from the 
wreckage 

When Henderson had been 
freed from the car, he and 
Bowdoin were taken to the hos- 
pital by a secon unit of the 
Elba Rescue Squad. Bowdoin 
was later transfered to a Do- 
than hospital with a brokenarm 
and possible knee injuries. The 
other two were treated for cuts 
and bruises and released. 


Law officers assisting at the 
accident scene included Troop- 
er R. W. Whitworth and Elba 
policemen Godwin and Cook. 

Law officers at the scene 
had high praise for the pro- 
fessional job Charles Cox did 
lifting the overturned car to 
free Henderson 

Henderson told rescuers 
upon being freed and dragged 
from under the car, “you don’t 
know how good it is to see 
daylight.” Now he would prob- 
ably laugh at himself when he 
recalls that it was the middle 
of the night and there was not 
a star in the sky.
